REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


The  Committee  present  to  the  Subscribers  their  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital  was  105,  the  average  length  of  stay  being  19  days. 
The  Hospital  was  open  all  the  year. 

There  were  three  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 
The  cases  treated  were  80  Surgical  and  25  Medical.

Forty  out-patients  attended  for  treatment,  making  353 
visits. 


Patients  admitted  numbered  from  Odiham  40,  North  Warn- 
borough  19,  Hook  5,  South  Warnborough  4,  Newnham  6,  Upton 
Grey  4,  Long  Sutton  4,  Greywell  3,  and  20  from  other  Parishes 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  Contributions  from  the  Odiham  Branch  of  the  Royal 
Berkshire  and  Associated  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme  during 
the  year  amounted  to  the  sum  of  £484-19-0,  being  an  increase 
of  £15-15-5  on  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  Contributors 
was  1,022,  an  increase  of  52.  £554-14-0  (which  include  pay¬ 

ments  made  in  respect  of  contributions  to  other  branches)  has 
been  received  from  the  Scheme  for  maintenance  of  the  Con¬ 
tributors  in  the  Hospital,  an  increase  of  £35-7-6  over  last  year. 


Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary  Collectors,  who 
spend  a  considerable  time  in  calling  at  the  various  houses  every 
week  for  the  contributions. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  received  a  gift  of  £50  from 
the  Estate  of  the  late  James  Henry  Stephens,  Esquire,  per 
Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.  This  is  to  be  known  as  the  James  Henry 
Stephens  Bequest  and  has  been  invested  in  3j%  War  Stock. 

The  Hospital  has  this  year  had  additional  expenses 
amounting  to  £33-13-10  for  the  provision  of  A.R.P. 

Pound  Day  was  very  successful  and  there  have  been  many 
gifts  of  fruit  and  vegetables  from  Harvest  Festivals  sent  by  the 
Churches  in  the  district  to  the  Hospital,  for  which  the  Committee 
desire  to  express  their  thanks. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  Organisers  of  the  various 
entertainments  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  and  to  all  who  have  helped 
in  many  ways  to  further  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Lastly  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Matron, 
Staff  Nurse  and  Nurse,  who  have  done  so  much  to  make  the 
Hospital  a  real  benefit  to  the  people  of  Odiham  and  District.
